Justices   to   Administer  Oaths 

Owing  to  the  difficulty  experienced 
in  rural  districts  where  people  desiring 
to  be  placed  on  the  list  cannot  find  a 
justice  of  the  peace  to  take  their  sworn 
statement,  the  clerks  of  municipalities 
are  to  be  empowered  to  administer  the 
oath  in  matters  of  this  kind.

TODAY'S  SUMMARY 
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21. — A  dispatch  to  The 
1  from  Dardanelles  says  that 
thirty-five  Greek  transports  are  waiting 
at  Mitylene  with  the  intention  pf  land- 
ing troops  at  Besika  Bay.  The  landing 
of  these  forces  has  been  delayed  by 
weather  conditions. 

Twelve  thousand  Turkish  troops  are 
being  transported  from  Gail ipoli  to  the 
town  of  "Dardanelles,  while  several 
thousand  others,  with  searchlights,  are 
being  dispatched  by  land  toward  Besika 
Bay.  Th«  same  paper's  Constantinople 
correspondent  says  it  is  impossible  for 
fighting  to  be  resumed  at  the  Tchatalja 
lines  for  at  least  three  weeks. 

The  story  of  a  three-days'  fight  at 
Bulalr,  in  which  3500  men  on  each  side 
were  reported  killed  or  wounded,  con- 
tained in  a  dispatch  that  reached  here 
tonight,  is  now  believed  to  be  a  revlvaj 
of  an  old  report  of  fighting  in  that  dis- 
trict. Rumors  that  '  Buyer  Bey  had 
landed  a  large  force  at  Rodosto  were 
current  on  February  16,  but  since  have 
been   denied. 

An  unconfirmed  Constantinople  dis- 
patch says  Schefket  Pasha  visited  the 
Bulalr  lines  on  Wednesday,  but  gives 
no  indication  that  a  new  battle  has 
been   fought. 

At   Adrianople 

'Die  situation  at  Adrianople  remains 
unchanged.  The  Porte  having  refused 
to  permit  foreigners  to  leave  Adrianople, 
the  governor  of  the  fortress  has  of- 
fered to  set  apart  the  Karagatch  quar- 
ter, on  the  right  bank  of  the  Maritza 
River,  as  a  sanctuary  for  the  1400  for- 
eign residents.  It  Is  doubtful,  however, 
if  Bulgaria   will   consent  to  this.

:  ■  '  In   the   Snprems    Court 

Before  Murphy,  J. 
Hartery  vs.  McDonald  and  Fretland — 
Mrs.  Hartery  died  at  the  age^  of  76  In 
1911.  She  left  a  will  made  in  1909, 
drawn  up  by  her  solicitor,  Mr.  A.  E. 
McPhlllips.  Under  the  will,  she  left 
two  full  lots  on  View  Street  to  Mrs. 
Lizzie  Fretland  subject  to  a  life  in- 
terest In  favor  of  her  husband.  Edward 
W.  Hartery;  she  left  a  half  city  lot  to 
the  defendant,  Mrs.  Mary  McDonald.  All 
the  residue  of  the  estate,  consisting  of 
$7000  in  the  bank,  and  her  personal 
estate,  were  left  to  Mrs.  Fretland.  In 
1911,  two  months  before  her  death,  a 
codoril  was  made  which  was  dictated 
by  Hartery,  and  read  as  follows:  "All 
my  estate,  both  real  and  personal,  not 
otherwise  disposed  of  in  my  will,  I  de- 
vise  to  Ef  W.  Hartery." 

Hartery  brought  the  action  claiming 
the  devise  to  Mrs.  Mary  McDonald  was 
obtained  by  ODdUS  Influence,  and  that 
her  husband;  Pat  McDonald,  who  had 
In  the  first  place  signed  his  name  as 
witness,  but  who  was  subsequently  dis- 
missed from  the  rnorn,  and  his  name 
erased  as  fl  subscribing  witness;  and 
the  devise  to  Mrs.  McDonald  was  void 
under  the  "Wills  Act.  -  Hartery  set  up 
its  well  (hat  the  codocil  carried  the 
whole  estate  tp  him,  and  that  neither 
,if  the  defendants  took  anything  under 
the    terms    of    the    will. 

Murphy.    J.,    held    that    McDonald    was 
not    n    subscribing    witness;     that    after 
his    dismissal,  from    the    room    the    will 
was   carefully"  re-executed    under   the   In- 
structions  of  Mr.   Mi-Phillips;    that  there 
wns     no    evidence     whatsoever    of    undue 
Influence,    and,    n.i    a    matter    of   fact,    he 
considered,    If    anything,    that    the    plain- 
tiff   Tlartery    w?is    eccentric,    to    say    the 
least;   and    that  where   there   was   a  con- 
flict   of    evidence,    he    must    believe    the 
opposing  witnesses.      As   to   the  construc- 
tion    of     the.     codocil.     his     lordship     con- 
sidered   that    he    was    hound    to   rend    the 
words   In    their    plain,    ordinary   and   com- 
mon-sense   mennlng.  and    that,    as  a   con- 
sequence,   as    all    of    the    estate    was    dis- 
posed  of  In   the   will,   the   codocil   did   not 
BffeOf     the     terms    of    the    will.       It    was, 
therefore,    declared     that     the     will     was 
good   and   valid,  and   was   not  affected  hy 
the    codocil.      The    action    was    dismissed 
with    costs    fis    against    the    plaintiff,    B. 
W     Hartery.

VICTORIA   XX  THE    ESTIMATES 


The  estimate*  wilt  be  submitted  to 
the  Provincial  Legislature  nest  week,  at 
least,  we  so  assume,  and  we  expect 
Victoria  to  occupy  a  conspicuous  place 
tn  them.  The  transfer  of  the  Songhees 
Keserve  having  been  completed,  arrange- 
ments with  the  Dominion  Government 
as  to  the  waterfront  having  been  con- 
cluded, and  a.  plan  for  terminals  having 
been  agreed  upon  by  all  the  interested 
parties,  there  Is  nothing  in  the  way 
of  making  such  Improvements  on  the 
area  as  will  probably  come  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Works.  We  shall,  therefore,  expect 
a  substantial  grant  for  this  service,  and 


-one  that  will  ensure  rather  busy  times 
in  that  locality  during  the  coming 
Summer.  Nothing  Is  to  be  gained  by 
postponement,  and  there  are.  Important 
interests  that  Will  be  served  by  speedy 
action.  In  this  connection,  the  proposed 
Johnson  Street  bridge  will  naturally  be 
considered.  We  are  not  in  a  position 
to  say  what  the  proposals  of  the  Gov- 
ernment in  thai  regard  will  be,  but  we 
are  satisfied  that,  if  any, "'  delay 
in  the  construction  of  this  occurs,  it 
will  not  be  through  remissness  of  the 
Government.  We  may  add  that  we  do 
not  anticipate  delay,  '        ., 

We  look  forward  to  large  appropri- 
ations in  connection  with  departmental 
and  other  public  buildings  in  Victoria, 
including  the  Normal  School,  which,  by 
the  way,,  will  not  be  in  Victoria.  bu|  iB| 
Saanlch  municipality.  This  school,  we 
are  informed,  !■  to  ,hifc  an  exceptional] y 
fine  one,  perhaps  the  beat  In  Canada. 
Any  one  having  business  with  the  pub- 
lic departments  knows  how  congested 
the  permanent  buildings  are,  and  With 
what  inconvenience  the  work  of  admin- 
istration IS  carried  on  In  the  temporary 
Structures  now  >•*%««»«.  AS  :tto»"  |fih« 
isters  must  appreciate  these  facts  even 
beiffer  than  any  one  else,  we  may  rea- 
sonably look  for  appropriation  towards 
them  of  as  large  an  amount  as  can  be 
advantageously  expended  during:'  the 
coming  fiscal  year.  This  is  another 
matter  in  respect  to  Which  there  can 
be   net  obj ec t   in  delay,  'and  '  we  '  do   not 

'  anticipate :  any. .  . 

There  is  a  growing  disposition  all 
over  Canada  to  look  upon  capital  cities 
and    their   environs   as   being  in  some 

slight  degree  at  least,  entitled  to  special 
recognition  at  the  bands  Of  the  Govern- 
ment. It  may  be  recalled  that  Sir  Wll-  y 
f rid  Laurier,  shortly  after,  taking  office, 
declared  his  intention  of  carrying  out 
a  policy  Of  this  kind  in  respect  to  Ot- 
tawa, and  that  he  received  the  Very 
cordial  approval  of  the  Conservative 
party.  Thousands  of  people  visit  the 
capital  cities  on  business  connected 
with  the  Government  of  the  country, 
and  the  impressions,  which  they  carry 
away,  are  largely  colored  by  the  con- 
ditions they  find  In  and  around  those 
titles.

This  is  really  not  as  funny  as  It  seems. 
Punctuation  marks  In  Acts  of  Parlia- 
ment are  modern  filings.  All  the  oW 
acts  and  enrollments  were  without 
punctuation.  The  legislative  body 
sought  to  make  its  meaning  clear  !.\ 
the  use  of  words.  Sometimes  this 
meant  a  g-.eal  deal  of  circumlocution, 
hnl  there  was  le*s  danger  of  error.  No 
one  really  knows  anything  about  punc- 
tuation. The  late  King's  Printer  had  a 
style  of  his  own  upon  Which  he  greatly 
prided  himself.

Kngllsh  newspapers  use  an  abundance 
of  oommns.  American  papers,  as  a 
rule,  do  not.

*  lew.  Punctuation  In  legislative  enact- 
ments has  played  the  very  mischief 
oometlmes,  especially  In  the  United 
States.

Instead  of  living  in  one  place 
they  are  scattered  over  the  length  and 
breadth  of  a  country  which  stretches 
from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific.  It 
is  for  this  reason  that  than  ought  to 
be  an  organised  effort  to  care  for  these 
immigrant  girls.  Some  of  them,  the 
greater  number,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  are 
capable  of  looking  after  themselves. 
They  bring  with  them  sufficient  money 
to  support  themselves  till  they  can  earn 
their  living.  Others  are  Ignorant  and 
poor.  They  do  not  know  where  to  look 
for  employment  and  many  of  them  do 
not  know  how  to  do  the  work  which 
is  found  for  them:  There  is  danger  for 
such  friendless,  lonely  girls  in  every 
city.

Here  apparently  two  skillful  shots  are 
canea  tor,  a  long  anve,  wnich  to  «e 
piacea  most  advantageously  must  go 
ctangerously  near  tne  trouble  to  the 
right,  so  as  to  present  the  best  position 
rrorn  which  a  long  iron  shot,  low  and

What  Critic  5ay« 
"Altnough  narrow,  ny  reason  of  be- 
ing open,  a  hole  is  supposed  to  be  fair 
in  every  wind,  both  to  the  long  driver 
and  the  short.  If  the  latter  cannot  get 
home  In  2,  he  should  be  consoled  by 
the  fact  that,  provided  he  hits  a  couple 
of  his  best,  he  encounters  no  risk,  and 
his  subsequent  enOt  Is  the  simplest 
His  tee  shot  cannot  reach  the  outlying 
pots,  nor  can  nis  second  reach  the 
guardians  or  tne  green,  wis  disad- 
vantage in  lengm  is  compensated  by 
his  gain  in  safety. 

"Uranted  all  these,  the  hole  is  rair 
and  testing.  The  "modern  ball,  how- 
ever, makes  a  sorry  sho.  wof  it.  For 
the  accurately  placed  tee  snot  substi- 
tute an  almost  complete  top;  for  the 
low  running  iron  shot  substitute  a 
topped  brassle  shot;  and  assuming 
that  the  pair  of  topped  shots  have  been* 
straight,  it  will  be  found  that  th 
contemptible  substitutes  have  been 
most   effective. 

"If  links  are  to  be  laid  out  to  test 
the  better  players  only"  comparatively 
few  cross  hazards  are  necessary,  for 
those  which  are  really  testing  may  of- 
ten prove  unfair.  Few  clubs  are  in  n 
position  to  assume  this  responsibility, 
as  a  majority  have  to  cater  io  all 
Classes  of  players.  The  ideal  course  is 
one  which  is  a  fine  test  for  the  skilled 
yet  which  affords  plenty  of  scope  in 
the  matter  of  education  for  the  un- 
skilled, which  .-an  be  perfectly  played 
,by  those  who  are  masters  in  the  ga-c. 
and  is  playable  always  by  those  who 
have  succeeded  in  mastering  its  rudi- 
ments. 

Sympathy    for   Weak 

"For  the  short  driver  who  has  at- 
tained a  moderate  degree  of  accuracy 
much  sympathy  must  be  shown.  Hav- 
ing acquired  the  art  of  getting  over  a 
cross  hazard  100  to  130  yards  from 
the  tee.  an  art  which  might  well  bo 
mnde  compulsory,  he  should  be  offord- 
ed  a  way  of  escape  at  longer  carries. 
This  loss  of  distance  and  difficulty  of 
the  subsequent  shot  are  sufficient 
penalties. 

"Cross  hazards  for  the  second  shot 
are  extremeh-  hard  to  place  ,\  shorter 
distance  from  the  tee  than  rt'in  yards 
Is  a  peril  to  the  long  driver,  while  a 
greater  distance  puts  the  short  driver 
out  of  count,  save  when  the  wind  is 
following.  Even  so.  if  the  problem  of 
the  topped  second  has  to  be  solved, 
crous    hazards    alone   will    solve    It. 

Turning  to  one-shot  holes.  which 
ure  less  than  a  full  shot,  there  are 
those  who  maintain  that  the  short  driv- 
er must  he  disregarded  for  the  reason 
that  one-shot  holes  should  be  the  high- 
est tests  of  skill.  There  only  the  most, 
skillful  shot  should  come  to  rest  on 
tho  green,  consequently  no  way  of 
escaping  difficulties  ought  to  bo  pro- 
vided."

Heroes  of  Paardeberg  Honored 
at  Annual  Function — Vivid 
Story  of  Battle  by  One  Who 
Was  There, 


There  was  an  atmosphere  of  battle 
in  (he  A.0.1  ■.  ilall,  Bioad  Street,  last 
night,  on  the  occasion  of  the  annual 
reunion  of  the  British  Campaigners'  As- 
sociation, synchronizing,  as  it  did,  with 
the  annual  celebratim  of  Paardeberg, 
that  final  cflttl^Jlti*LJKJfe>P  which  re- 
sulted in  -  the  downfall  of  •  the  great 
Cronje  and  the  termination  of  the  Boer 
war.  bongs,  stories  and  speeches  were 
prepared  for  the  audience,  but,  as  was 
to  be  expected,  the  greatest  sest  was 
siven  the  evening's  entertainment  by 
the  re-fighting  of  the  battle  in  a  verbal 
but  none  the  less  sanguinary  manner, 
by  several  of  those  who  were  privileged 
to  emerge  from  the  scene  on  that  mem- 
orable day. 

Talking  is  the  natural  relaxation  from 
discipline,  and  soldiers  will  talk,  re- 
gardless of  who  else  may  be  in  posses- 
sion of  the  floor  at  the  time,  and  last 
night  this  very  human  characteristic 
betrayed  itself,  despite  the  fact  that 
the  subject  under  discussion  Is  remote 
enough  now  to  occupy  brief  paragraphs 
in  the  school  histories  of  the  nation.

LONDON.  Feb.  10.—  M:  Ingua  Ham- 
ilton, who  a  few  years  a«.>  was  editor 
•f  the  South  China  Morning  Poet,  has 
returned  to  London  and  narrated  his 
thrilling  experiences  at  the  front  when 
he  whs  captured.  He  was  acting  as 
war  correspondent  with  the  Turks  for 
the  Central  News  when  he  happened 
accidentally  to  ride  into  the.  Bulgarian 
lines,  and  was  taken  prisoner.  His 
story    is:  fe$ 

"I  had  been  captured  b«ti#|i^mi  ana 
eleven  In  the  morning,  and  about  two 
I  was  led  past  the  halting-place  of  the 
officers  of  the  36th  infantry,'  where  1 
was  stopped  and  questioned.  The  es- 
cort's explanations  that  I  was  being 
taken  to  the  quartler-general  by  Gene- 
ral Popoffro  orders  was  not  sufficient 
for  the  colonel  commanding,  who  or- 
dered me  to  dismount. 

"Before  I  could  ^comply.  I  was  seised 
by  a  number  of  people  and  dragged 
from  my  horse,  a  revolver  was  held  to 
my  face,  a  sword  to  my  throat,  end  my 
arms  were  twisted  behind  my  beck.  I 
was  again  searched,  end  asked  for  my 
.revolver  and  papers.    Everything  I  pos-

"Some  three  or  four  hours  passed  In 
this  way.  during  which  I  frequently 
asked  thai  my  ropes  might  he  loosened. 
to  the  end  that  my  hands  were  aiso 
bound,  I  asked  for  food,  but  it  was  re- 
fused; I  asked  for  drink,  it  was  re- 
fused; and  when  the  officers  round  me 
had  taken  their  evening  meal  and  were 
dispersing  to  their  various  bivouacs, 
the  officers  of  the  36th  Infantry  took 
me  into  a  small  tent,  and  for  the  best 
part  of  an  hour  submitted  me  to  an  ex- 
perience which  I  never  wish  to  have  re- 
peated. 

The  ceremony  was  prefaced  with  the 
statement  that  if  I  would  confess  to  be- 
inK  a  Turklnah  officer  I  should  be  given 
a  comfortable  bed  for  the  night  and  a 
good  dinner.  Not  being  able  to  comply 
I  had  necessarily  to  submit  to  the 
treatment  which  followed.  T  was  made 
to  stand  up,  my  arms  were  twisted  be- 
hind my  hack  and  bound,  while  an  offi- 
cer with  a  drawn  revolver  sat  just  be- 
hind   me.

TOKIO,  rsb.ao.-r-Everyhody  admits," 
declares  The  Tokio  Asahi  in  a  leader, 
''that'  the  sentiment  of  the  whole  nation 
is  against  the  present  Katsura  Cabinet. 
Its  ,  formation ■;  was  an  uncons ti tu tional 
event,  since  it  is ' not  supported  by  pub- 
lic opinion.  Let'  us  survey,  tl»e  recent 
history  of  ministerial  changes  in  Japan, 

"The  first  Katsura  Cabinet  collapsed, 
'because" it'  did  -not  satisfy  the  wishes 
of  the  nation  in  thje  Portsmouth  Peace 
treaty,  and  roused  ah  lndignatlotrl»1iril>ll 
produced  the  Hibiya  demonstrations. 
.  The  first  Salon jl  Cabinet,  Which  suc- 
ceeded,, the  first  Katsura  Ministry,  pos- 
sessed nothing  to  Inspire  the  public  ad- 
miration, but  obtained  public  support 
for  -tw****i^!ufc:- first-  that  'the: public 
opposed  the  con tinuatlon  of  the  Katsura 
Ministry,  and  secondly  that  Marquis 
baionji,  as  president,  of  the  Seiyukai, 
was  able  to  draw  support  from  the  ma- 
jority of  the  House  of  Representatives. 
But  as  the  Saionji  Cabinet  was  reckless 
in  its  so-called  positive  politics,  and 
brought  the  post  bellum  finances  of  the 
Gcv-ernment  into  a  disquieting  state 
despite  the  support  from  the  majority 
of  the  House  of  Representatives,  It  gave 
way  to  .  another  Katsura  Ministry,  as 
the  public  no  longer  favored  it. 

"The  second  Katsura 'Cabinet,  being 
aware  of  the  fall  of  its  predecessor, 
adopted  the  policies  of  curtailing  ex- 
penditures and  redeeming  the  public 
bonds.  These  polices  made  it  popular 
with  the  nation  but  the  public  favor 
was  suddenly  withdrawn  again  from 
the  Katsura  Ministry  when  it  was  dis- 
closed that  Prince  Katsura's  redemption 
of  public  bonds  was  fictitious,  and  that 
the  national  debt  had  rather  increased 
under  his  ministry  than  decreased.  The 
people  were  again  glad  to  replace  the 
Katsura  Cabinet  with  another  Satonji 
Ministry. 

Xalatened   to   'Wishes 

"From  these  facts,  it  may  be  noted 
that,  although  the  HJroporer  through  the 
Constitution  has  the  power  to  appoint 
any  Cabinet,  yet  he  has  always  listened 
to  the  wishes  of  the  people  and  has 
never  appointed  a  Cabinet  which  Is  un- 
popular with  the  nation,  lie  had  acted 
always  perfectl]  In  accordance  with  the 
dictates  of  the  Constitution. 

"But  the  process  by  which  the  present 
Katsura  Cabinet  was  organized  was  en- 
tirely contrary  to  the  wishes  of  the 
people,  if  we  were  to  say  the  last  Sai- 
onji Ministry  was  admired  by  the  whole 
nation,  we  might  be  telling  a  lie,  but 
it  was  true  at  least  that  this  Cabinet 
was  to  the  Jast  Supported  more  or  less 
by  the  majority  of  the  nation.  On  the 
other  hand,  Prlnte  Katsura  had  already 
become  an  object  of  severe  criticism  at 
the  time  of  his  preferment  to  the  court; 
and  his  reappearance  in  active  politics 
by  virtue  of  an  Imperial  rescript  Is  in- 
deed Intolerable  to  the  whole  nation, 
supporters,  the  Bureaucratic  statesmen, 
in  spite  of  their  unpopularity  with  the 
nation.  Intrigued  against  and  almost 
murdered   the  Baionj  I    while  the 

latter 'still   enjoyed  considerable  support 
ing   the   peapie,     Such   insolent    Con

Lloyd's     Underwriters     Take     Steps 
Protect    Themselves    Against 
Serious   Losses 


London  advices  state  that  Lloyd's  un- 
derwriters have  taken  definite  steps  t» 
protect  themselves  against  serious 
losses  such  as  have  been  Incurred  dur- 
ing the  past  twelve  months.  They  are 
charging  a  higher  rate  of  premium  for 
Insurance  risks  across  the  Atlantic  dur- 
ing  the   Winter   months. 

The  new  rates,  which  are  about  10 
to  15  per  cent  hiKher.  will  remain  in 
force  from  now  until  the  end  of  March, 
and  will  be  relmposed  at  the  end  of 
September  and  be  maintained  through- 
out   the   ensuing  Winter. 

The  marine  insurance  companies  have 
also  adopted  the  new  scale,  and  it  Is 
expected  that  the  Continental  underwrit- 
ing firms  will  likewise  take  the  same 
step,  althpugh  thiit  Is  a  matter  of  un- 
certainty. The  present  agreement  is 
solely  due  to  the  tremendous  outlays 
that  have  recently  been  met.

LONDON,  Feb.  20.— The  escape  and 
recapture  of  a  python,  several  ether 
snakes,  and  an  alligator  added  to  the 
excitement  of  a  collision  between 
two  trains  at  Ettlngshall  Station, 
on  the  London  and  Northwestern 
Railway,  two  miles  from  Wolverhamp- 
ton. A  theatrical  special  train  was 
iding  ■Bt'r'-,'H>f  ffflWjffl^.  *T*'*T'  another 
ran  into  it  from  behind.  Passen- 
gers were  badly  shaken,  but  no  one 
was  seriously  Injured. 

The  theatrical  train  contained  two 
companies,  and  as  they  scrambled  from 
the  special  train  they  were  mixed,  up 
•with  a^jflant  python  and  an  alligator, 
which  had  escaped  from  their  boxes.  As 
soon  as  Miss  Cleo,  the  Australian  snake 
charmer  had  recovered  from  the  shock 
she  was  engaged  In  an  exciting  snake 
hunt.

Increased  evening  daylight  than  on  the 
Lboarfl  of  BritlBh  Columbia.  With 
our  delightful  Hummer  climate  a  really 
long  Summer  evening  would  bo  par- 
ticularly enjoyable.  We  do  not  have 
tc.  migrate  in  the  Summer  like  other 
peOjsle  with  less  fortunate  surround- 
Ings;  Tourists  come  here  In  thou- 
sands. Our  parkd,  bathing  beaches  and 
playgrounds  are  thronged  with  people. 
How  much  more  enjoyable,  healthful 
and  cheerful  they  would  be  in  the 
evenings,  when  most  use  Is  rrnde  of 
theni,  had  we  an  added  hour  of  sun- 
light. 

And  there  is  another  reason  why 
the  change  contemplated  should  be  car- 
ried out.  We  are  now  actually  losing 
thirteen  minutes  of  daylight  in  tho 
evening  owing  to  our  using  the  stan- 
dard railway  time  as  applied  to  tin- 
Pacific  Coast.  It  Is  of  course,  necessary 
for  the  sake  of  uniformity  that  the  ar- 
tificial zones  of  time  created  across 
Canada  by  the  Canadian  Pacific  Bail- 
way  should  be  adhered  to  generally 
and  in  some  cases  communities  are 
benefited,  while  in  others  they  are  at  a 
disadvantage  In  so  far  as  sunlight  in 
the  evening  is  concerned.  For  In- 
stance mountain  time  extends  from 
Broadview  to  Field,  where  a  change  is 
made  to  Pacific  time.  The  Meridian  or 
mean  solar  time  is  presumably  mid- 
way between  these  two  "  points.  One 
mile  the  other  aide  of  Field  standard 
time  is  half  an  hour  behind  solar  time 
and  one  mile  this  dido  d*  Field  It  is 
half  an  hour  In  advance.  The  only 
place  in  British  Columbia  where  stan- 
dard time  and  solar  time  coincide  Is 
the  120th  meridian,  about  fifteen  miles 
east  of  Kamloops.  As  we  are  in  longi- 
tude 123,15,  that  is  to  say,  30.16 
farther  west,  and  as  each  degree 
of  longitude  equals  four  minutes  in  time

Feb.  20.— The  report  that 
the  scarlet  dress  uniform '  is  short- 
ly to  be  abolished  for  the  whole  of  the 
British  Army  including  the'',  marines, 
but  excepting  the  Guards,  anil  that  the 
khaki  field  service  dress  will  be  made 
to  do  service  upon  all  occasions  In 
future,  raises  a  few  important  ques- 
tions. At  a  time  when  all  Buropean 
nations  were  still  in  favor  of  the  or- 
dinary visible  uniforms— that  is,  at  the 
close  of  the  South  African  campaign— 
the  British  Army  made  the  first  essay 
in  the  direction,  of  Invisibility  by 
adopting  khaki.  Now  when  a  decided 
reaction  is  commencing  as  a  result  of 
the  Balkan  campaign  in  favor  of  the 
old  system,  and  when  the  most  pro- 
gressive of  modern  armies — that  of 
France — seems  likely  to  pronounce  in 
favor  of  retaining  the  conspicuous  blue 
coat  and  red  breeches  of  tradition,  the 
British  are  proceeding  yet  further  in 
the  direction  of  invisibility  and 
abolishing  even  such  ornamental  con- 
spicuousness  as   remained.

here  permanently  to  keep  young  ex- 
King  Manuel  company,  after  having 
met  with  a  similar  fate  to  his.  But 
since  then  .  things  have  changed,  and 
Alphonso  has  become  exceedingly  popu- 
lar among  the  republicans  of  Spain,  and 


is  daily  convincing  more  and  more  of 
them  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  over- 
throw the  monarchy  in  Spain  to  secure 
the  reforms  for  which  they  are  sighing. 
and  the  King's  throne  now  appears 
rather  safe  as  far  as  his  enemies  in- 
side the  country  are  concerned.  As 
a  matter  of  fact,  if  the  King  dares  con- 
tinue as  he  had  started  republicanism 
in  Spain  Is  sure  to  die  out. 

His  worst  enemies  are  now  here  in 
London,  where  many  plots  against  his 
lite  have  been  hatched  by  Anarchists  In 
the  east-end.  who  have  not  come  under 
the  influence  of  the  courageous  young 
Monarch's     personal     magnetism.     The 


ueu,  began  operations  eight  years  ago.

Ortega's  task  consisted  in  or ibing  the 
telegraph,  messenger  boys,  who  received 
a  crown  for  each  telegram  deliverer  to* 
Ortega.  His  task  Was  greatly  facili- 
tated by  the  miserable  salaries  Which 
the 'messenger  boys  receive. 

After  several  weeks  of  hard  work  by 
the  police,  Sergeant  La  tone,  succeeded 
in  arresting  Ortega,  at  the  very  mo- 
ment when  he  was  receiving  In  an  ob- 
scure street  nine  telegrams  front  a  mes- 
senger boy.

NEW  TORK,  Feb.  20,-^Mr.  Andrew 
Carnegie  has  made,  another  gift,  this 
time  of  81,i»0.o00,_  to  the  c«use  of  edu* 
cation.

"it  shall  he  the  function  of  the  di- 
vision of  educational  inquiry  to  con- 
duct studies  and  to  make  Investlpa- 
tlons  concerning  universities,  colleges, 
professional  schools  and  systems  of 
education  generally:  to  Investigate 
problems  of  education  affecting  the 
improvement  at  educational  methods, 
the  advancement  of  teaching  or  better- 
mf-nt  of  educational  standards,  and  In 
general  to  Investigate  nnd  to  report 
upon  those  educational  agencies  which 
undertuke  to  den!  with  the  Intellectual, 
social  and  moral  progress  of  mankind 
and  to  publish  SUCh  results  as  flu- 
trustees'   may    consider    of    value.
